Sodden Changes • 

During the week, judging from Ibe char- 
acter of leading articles in the City daily 
papers, lucre ba« beeo considerable trouble id 
tbe Ministerial wigwam ; and the political hor. 
izdo appears lo have undergone great changes.

that what be bad written was a cock-and-bull 
story to deceive the public, by staling that 
Mr. Terrili would no doubt give, hia " reas- 
sons" for adopting ihe course pursued, at the 
next weeing of ibe Legislature.

During the late Session of Parliament, an 

Act to Amend the Law relalive to the Inspec- 
tors of Houses of Public Entertainment was 
passed, doing away with the farce of electing 
three persons to be Inspectors. Tbe follow- 
ing are its provisions :— 

The preamble stales that it is cipedie.ot to 
repeal a former Act under which Inspectors 
of Houses of Poetic Entertainment were 
elected, by providing that hereafier such In- 



cil. 

Section I provides that afier this present 
year, 1857, each Manicipalily shall appoint 
annually, one or more fit abd proper persons 
to be such Inspectors, who shall hold office 
during ibe year. ' 

- Section 2 empowers tbe Municipalities lo 
pass By-Laws, defining the duties, powers and 
privileges of ihe Inspectors so appointed — ibe 
remuneration [bey shall receive, and the secu- 
rity to be given for Ibe efficient discharge of 
the duties Of Iheir office,— sneb By-Laws not 
being contrary to tbe laws ol Upper Canada. 

Section 3 fifes the properly qualifications 
of Inspectors tbe same as is now. required, for 
Township Coiincillora. 

Seclion 4 repeals so much of tbe Act of 13 
and 14 Vict., cap; 65 as is ioconsisteot with 
the above Act

made. 

Seclion VI empowers Municipal Councils 
to sell and convey any useless road allow- 
ance, to the parties owning lands' on either 

aide of such road allowance, subject to Ihe 

aforesaid conditions. 

Section VII forbids Municipal Corpora- 
lions soiling e road allowance, thai will, by 
such esle, prevent access to any persons 
laud. 

Section VIII provides lhat at least six 
wriiton or printed notices shall be posted for 
oiid, month, and the By-Law published in the 
nearest local newspaper for three successive 
weeks, before such By-Law for slopping up 
or selling eny each road shall be passed. It 
also makes it (he duty of the Clerk to attend 
to Iho abovo provisions; provided he is paid 
his reasonable expenses hy tho pnrly mak- 
ing application ihorefor. 

This act is of considerable importance, 
snd one that should bo generally known- 
Many of our side-ronds, particulorly, are not 
upon tho original road allowance, while the 
parlies owning lands alongside have receiv- 
ed no compcnsaiiiin for the lands taking f<-r 
new roads. This Act will enable such pnr- 
tiea to receive some compensation. ' For, al- 
though the land of such origtnnl allowance 
may not be of much value, and tho fact ilmi 
il was impracticable to coustruct the road in 
the proper jda^o implies this; yet there is 
often valuable limber standing, which will 
partly remunerate or compensate. Pariiea 
placed in (he position referred to, by exam- 
ining the foregoing synopsis of this Act, will 
know exncily what to do.
